IPS  adopts  new  policy 


Thinking  about  cutting 
class?  If  so,  you  had  better  re- 
consider! 

The  new  attendance  policy 
enforced  this  year  left  no  ifs, 
ands,  or  buts  about  a  student's 
required  presence  in  the  class- 
room. 

Daily  attendance  had  been 
proven  to  be  a  main  factor  in 
student  achievement,  self  disci- 
pline, punctuality,  and  the  de- 
velopment of  habits  concerning 
responsibility. 

Due  to  the  overall  low  test 
scores  of  the  Indianapolis  Pub- 
lic Schools  System,  there  had  to 
be  significant  changes  in  stu- 
dents' attendance.  The  guide- 


lines that  were  set  were  believed 
to  be  the  most  promising  as- 
pects for  community  benefit. 

As  well  known,  two  unex- 
cused  absences  (within  a  semes- 
ter) resulted  in  either  a  letter  of 
a  phone  call  home.  Six  unex- 
cused  absences  resulted  in  a 
meeting  with  the  principal, 
where  a  reasonable  solution 
could  hopefully  have  been 
reached.  Last,  but  not  least, 
eight  unexcused  absences  led  to 
automatic  failure  in  any  class. 
Along  with  this  policy  came  a 
'buy-back'  option.  This  gave  the 
student  an  opportunity  to  re- 
move an  unexcused  absence 
from  his/her  records  to  obtain  a 


passing  grade  in  that  class. 

When  approached  with  the 
question  of  what  the  new  atten- 
dance  policy  had  done  for 
Northwest,  there  were  varied 
thoughts  all  leading  up  to  a  gen- 
eral consensus. 

Mr.  Burns  concluded,  "The 
program  shaped  some  students 
up  and  shipped  others  out." 

Mrs.  Greenland  believes  that 
"The  program  had  made  stu- 
dents realize  that  being  in  class 
is  the  only  possible  way  to  total- 
ly absorb  the  learning  process." 

Jennifer  Abner  and  Susan 
Stewart,  seniors,  commented, 
"The  policy  separated  those 
students  who  wanted  to  learn 


from  those  who  just  didn't 
care." 

"Peer  pressure  was  a  main 
cause  of  cutting  class  among 
students,"  stated  Ms.  Frances- 
chini.  "However,  the  policy 
gave  students  a  good  reason  to 
give  to  their  friends  for  not  cut- 
ting," she  concluded. 

Throughout  the  course  of  the 
school  year,  the  new  attendance 
policy  helped  some  people  while 
it  hurt  others.  But,  all  in  all,  it 
served  as  the  tool  for  producing 
more  well-adjusted  individuals.

This  year,  a  new  program  for 
the  special  education  students 
emerged.  The  program,  Basic 
Slcills,  thought  the  students 
skills  that  were  necessary  for 
survival. 

Mrs.  Al-Khatib,  the  head  of 
Basic  Skills,  expressed,  "This  is 
the  most  successful  program.  It 
allows  students  to  become  inde- 
pendent, where  as  in  the  past, 
the  pupils  were  very  dependent 
on  others." 

Also  involved  with  Basic 
Skills  are  Mrs.  Montgomery 
and  Mrs.  Donaldson.  They  in- 
structed the  students  how  to 
perform  in  the  community,  by 
teaching  the  pupils  how  to  do 
everyday  functions  that  most 
people  take  for  granted.  Mrs. 


Donaldson  and  Mrs.  Montgom- 
ery worked  with  moderately 
and  severely  handicapped  chil- 
dren. They  taught  them  how  to 
do  things,  such  as:  crossing  the 
street,  shopping  at  a  store,  bud- 
geting, riding  the  bus,  cooking, 
and  cleaning. 

Part  of  the  Basic  Skills  pro- 
gram allowed  the  students  to 
work  for  various  companies  and 
stores. 

Chris  Jones,  senior,  worked 
at  Eagle  Bowl.  He  made  mini- 
mum wage. 

Chris  expressed,  "I  like 
working  at  the  bowling  alley, 
and  the  money  comes  in  handy 
for  personal  use." 

Some  of  the  students  have 
worked  in  a  variety  of  jobs,  such 


as  David  Kinzie,  sophomore. 
Kinzie  is  currently  working  at 
the  produce  department  at 
Kroger's.  David  has  also 
worked  at  Osco  Drugs  where  he 
stocked  the  shelves. 

David  said,  "Out  of  every- 
thing involved  with  the  Basic 
Skills  program,  I  liked  the  jobs 
the  best." 

If  the  students  continue 
working,  they  might  eventually 
become  totally  independent. 
They  could  live  in  a  group  home 
with  three  or  four  other  handi- 
capped people,  where  a  house 
parent  comes  to  check  on  them 
every  now  and  then.  The  stu- 
dents also  have  goals  that  they 
hope  to  accomplish  other  than 
becoming  independent. 


Erica  Sizemore,  freshman, 
said,  "In  the  future,  I  would  like 
to  work  with  teenage  kids  who 
have  a  speech  impairment."       | 

Erica  Gladney,  freshman,  ex- 
pressed, "Some  day,  I  hope  to 
work  in  a  daycare  center,  be- 
cause I  love  little  kids." 

In  conclusion,  Basic  Skills  is 
a  good  program  for  our  society. 
Since  these  students  are  learn- 
ing how  to  live  on  their  own, 
they  fit  in  with  society,  better.  ■ 
The  aim  of  Basic  Skills  is  for  ' 
total  integration,  so  that  we 
could  all  live  in  harmony.

The  Operation  Pass  Program 
in  the  Indianapolis  Public 
Schools  was  initiated  as  a  result 
of  legislation  passed  by  the  In- 
diana State  Legislature  which 
provided  funding  for  programs 
at  the  building  level  to  impact 
students  who  were  identified  as 
"at  risk."  "At  risk"  students 
were  defined  as  those  students 
who  scored  low  on  the  ISTEP 
Test  required  by  the  State. 

Northwest  High  School  sub- 
mitted a  proposal  which  was  in- 
tended to  impact  students  in  the 
school  setting,  students  in  the 
community  setting,  parents, 
teachers  and  the  community. 

Tutoring  was  determined  to 
be  the  primary  method  of  at- 
tacking students'  difficulties.  In 
order  to  impact  these  students  it 
was  felt  that  the  method  of 
teaching  and  the  environment 
were  the  key  areas  for  change. 

First,  mini-courses  entitled 
"peer  tutoring"  were  added  to 
the  schedule.  Students  interest- 
ed in  being  tutored  or  in  volun- 
teering to  act  as  tutors  were  re- 
cruited through  the  Northwest 


Guidance  Department  early 
fall  semester  of  1988.  Tutors 
were  assigned  to  the  "peer  tu- 
toring" mini-courses  first  and 
were  taught  basic  skills  neces- 
sary for  them  to  be  successful 
by  the  teacher  coordinator,  Mr. 
Lizart. 

Once  training  had  been  com- 
pleted the  students  were  as- 
signed to  one  of  the  mini- 
courses  on  the  basis  of  recruit- 
ment and  interest.  A  total  of 
nine  of  these  courses  giving  one- 
half  credit  were  on  line  first  se- 
mester. 

The  second  component  of  the 
program  to  be  implemented  was 
the  Community  Tutoring  Pro- 
gram. It  was  determined  that 
80+  "at  risk"  students  resided 
in  the  area  served  by  the  United 
Northwest  Area  Association.  A 
commitment  was  sought  to  uti- 
lize their  facility  at  30th  and 
Clifton  Streets  as  a  tutoring 
site.  Tutoring  was  offered  each 
Wednesday  from  5:00  p.m.  to 
7:00  p.m. 

The  first  community  based 
session  resulted  in  an  atten- 


dance of  two.  During  the  first 
semester  this  program  resulted 
attendance  of  approximately 
thirty  students  per  session. 
These  sessions  have  been 
lengthened  to  8:00  p.m  on 
Wednesdays  and  attendance 
has  remained  constant.  Most  of 
the  students  attending  these 
sessions  have  shown  an  in- 
creased grade  point  average. 

An  incentive  program  is  now 
being  initiated  in  which  stu- 
dents receive  points  for  atten- 
dance. They  are  also  given  sets 
of  questions  in  the  categories  of 
math,  English,  science,  social 
studies  and  general  interest  to 
increase  their  knowledge  and 
interest.  Points  are  also  given 
for  correct  answers  to  questions. 

The  following  teachers  are 
regular  tutors;  Mr.  Richard 
Grismore,  Mr.  James  Ander- 
son, Ms.  Margaret  Garrett,  Ms. 
Gloria  Singleton.  We  have  seen 
complete  administration  sup- 
port in  these  efforts  at  the  Unit- 
ed Northwest  Area  Association 
facility  with  the  attendance  of 
our  total  administrative  staff 


including  Mr.  Don  King,  prin- 
cipal and  Mr.  John  Schulz  and 
Mr.  Julian  Coleman,  vice-prin- 
cipals. Students  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  see  these  administra- 
tors in  action  as  tutors  at  almost 
every  session. 

The  third  tutoring  area  oc- 
curs after  school  on  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays  from  2:30  p.m. 
to  3:30  p.m.  While  attendance 
has  not  yet  become  as  signifi- 
cant as  that  at  the  community 
level,  students  are  present  at 
these  sessions.  The  same  incen- 
tive program  that  is  in  place  in 
the  community  will  soon  be  in 
place  in  these  after  school  ses- 
sions. 

Further  developing  projects 
under  our  program  include  par- 
ent workshops  and  speakers, 
teacher  workshops  and  an 
adopt-a-child  component.

For  the  last  six  years  North- 
west High  School  has  offered  a 
course  called  Advanced  Place- 
ment, also  known  as  A. P.  A. P. 
begins  the  second  semester  of 
the  junior  year  for  those  stu- 
dents who  qualify  for  the 
course,  and  continues  through 
the  last  semester  of  the  senior 
year.  Advanced  Placement  is  a 
college  prep  course,  meeting 
two  periods  each  day  for  Eng- 
lish and  American  History. 

"I  feel  that  taking  A. P.  is  the 
most  beneficial  thing  I  have 
done  in  high  school.  A. P.  has 
helped  me  in  trying  to  reach  my 
goal  of  getting  accepted  into 
Harvard,"  said  Laura  Hoage, 
senior. 

Junior  A.P.  English  is  taught 


by  Mr.  Cohen,  while  senior 
A.P.  English  is  taught  by  Mr. 
Combs.  Mr.  Brown  teaches 
both  junior  and  senior  A.P.  his- 
tory. 

The  class  is  structured  to 
broaden  the  interests  and 
knowledge  of  the  students  by 
exposing  them  to  the  human- 
ities. Some  of  the  class  subjects 
the  A.P.  classes  have  studied  in- 
clude: comparative  religion,  dif- 
ferent forms  of  art  and  a  large 
number  of  novels. 

Although  the  number  of  stu- 
dents accepted  into  the  class 
may  vary  from  year  to  year,  the 
class  is  relatively  small  to  insure 
more  personal  instruction.

Combs  teaching  together  in 
both  periods;  however,  this  year 
there  were  not  enough  students 
in  the  senior  A.P.  class  (only 
19)  for  them  to  teach  together. 

Trips  to  Chicago,  New  Har- 
mony, Vincennes,  the  Islamic 
Center,  and  the  International 
Festival  were  taken  also  to  en- 
rich the  students'  cultural  back- 
ground. 

"It  has  been  great  to  get  a 
head  start  on  college  work  with 
A.P.  It  has  been  hard,  but  I 
would  not  change  any  minute  of 
it  or  second  guess  my  decision  in 
any  way,"  said  Brent  Brennan, 
senior.

Most  students  view  teachers 
as  the  enemy;  as  people  who  are 
against  you  if  you  do  not  think 
or  act  in  ways  that  are  suitable 
for  a  pupil.  The  Indianapolis 
Public  School  System  started  a 
new  program  this  year  entitled 
Faculty  Advisory.  This  pro- 
gram was  set  up  in  order  to  help 
shatter  the  myth  that  a  student 
and  a  teacher  cannot  have  a 
friendly  relationship  and  to  let 
the  students  obtain  a  home  base 
with  one  teacher.  One  teacher 


who,  for  four  years,  can  give 
more  personal  guidance  than 
perhaps  a  counselor  who  has  a 
workload  of  two-hundred  to 
three-hundred  students. 

After  discussing  the  question 
of  whether  the  program  would 
be  a  success  or  not  with  Mrs. 
Kirby,  who  has  been  an  English 
teacher  here  at  Northwest  for 
fourteen  years,  she  enthusiasti- 
cally commented  that,  "In  all  of 
my  experience  as  a  teacher,  this 
was  definitely  one  of  the  better 


programs  developed  by  I.P.S." 
Mrs.  Hofts,  whose  first  year 
at  Northwest  happened  to  be 
this  year  said,  "The  program 
definitely  has  potential  and  the 
four  year  curriculum  is  honestly 
a  good  idea." 

Even  the  students  are  in  favor 
of  the  new  faculty  advisory  pro- 
gram. "I  think  that  more  per- 
sonal attention  can  quite  possi- 
bly be  given  to  many  troubled 
students  through  this  pro- 
gram," said  Eric  Zaban,  junior. 


"It  also  can  make  the  job  of  a 
counselor  much  easier  and  give 
students  and  teachers  a  time  to 
organize  and  regroup  them- 
selves before  school  starts." 

The  next  three  years  will  con- 
firm whether  the  faculty  advi- 
sory program  was  a  good  idea. 
Although  some  of  the  teachers 
and  students  were  skeptical,  one 
year  has  passed  successfully.

Problems  plague  Northwest 


Scheduling  problems  pla- 
gued the  IPS  school  system  dur- 
ing the  1988-89  school  year. 

"A  number  of  aspects  con- 
tributed to  the  scheduling  diffi- 
culties," said  Mr.  Schulz,  vice- 
principal. 

Last  year  summer  school  ran 
a  week  late  and  the  normal 
school  calendar  started  a  week 
early,  leaving  only  three  weeks 
instead  of  the  usual  five  to  pro- 


gram the  schedules  into  the  new 
computer  system.  Furthermore, 
the  mainfram  computer  down- 
town was  broken  down  for  six 
working  days  of  that  three 
weeks. 

"Two-hundred  and  fourteen 
new  students  have  enrolled 
since  August  15,  of  those  109 
were  freshmen,"  said  Schulz. 

Contrary  to  past  years,  en- 
rollment for  about  15-20%  of 


the  freshman  class  came  late  in 
the  year  as  a  result  of  the  IS- 
TEP  test.  Students  who  failed 
the  test  in  the  eighth  grade 
could  obtain  a  waiver  from  the 
principal  and  enroll  in  high 
school  later. 

"Teacher  assignments  to 
Northwest  turned  out  to  be 
much  too  small.  It  is  a  lot  hard- 
er to  get  teachers  after  their 
school  year  starts,"  said  Mr. 


Schulz. 

All  of  these  criteria  contrib- 
uted to  the  problems  students 
and  teachers  alike  had  with 
schedules.  However  difficult 
and  trying  it  may  have  been,  ev- 
eryone survived  and  the  school 
year  ran  smoothly.

25  years  the  library  has  become 
much  more  advanced,  comput- 
ers, a  security  system,  and  an 
AV  program,  highlight  the  li- 
brary of  the  80's.

There  is  much  hard  work  put 
into  the  production  of  a  worth- 
while school  yearbook.  Such  a 
collaboration  has  to  be  repre- 
sentative of  the  past  year's 
events  and  memories.  The  only 
people  fully  aware  of  the  diffi- 
culties involved  are  the  staff.  It 
is  very  demanding  to  follow  up 
on  every  important  issue,  but  all 
possible  efforts  are  made. 

The  staff  is  made  up  of  many 
different  positions.  This  year 
existed  an  advisor,  an  editor-in- 
chief,  the  editors  (layout,  adver- 
tising, and  copy),  writers,  and 
photographers.  Within  these 
areas  were  consultants,  proof- 
readers, and  typists.  It  often 
took  a  group  effort  to  complete 
a  particular  task. 

The  yearbook  company 
stresses  and  expects  certain 
things  that  cause  pressure.  One 
is  deadlines,  which  arc  set  dates 
that  require  a  particular  num- 
ber of  prepared  pages  to  be  sub- 
mitted. If  they  miss  these  dead- 
lines, they  are  fined!  A  second 
stress  factor  is  accuracy.  All  of 
their  mistakes  cost  time  and 
money.  Precautions  have  to  be 
taken  to  correct  mistakes  in  typ- 
ing, layouts,  and  many  other 
things! 


The  staff  has  several  main  re- 
sponsibilities to  consider  when 
creating  a  yearbook.  The  first 
step  is  to  think  of  a  theme  for 
the  book.  Stories  have  to  be 
imaginative  as  well  as  factual, 
and  photos  have  to  be  clear  and 
candid.  The  captions  (informa- 
tion about  a  photo)  have  to  be 
descriptive  but  concise.  Layouts 
have  to  be  perfectly  drawn, 
down  to  the  last  square! 

What's  even  more  pressuring 
is  the  fact  that  the  staff  has  a 
responsibility  to  each  other. 
They  have  to  work  as  a  team  to 
accomplish  the  difficult  task  of 
producing  a  yearbook.  Obvious- 
ly, there  are  some  individuals 
who  know  a  lot  about  certain 
areas  of  production,  and  it  is 
their  responsibility  to  leach  oth- 
ers. 

After  everything  is  finally 
done,  the  staff  doesn't  rest. 
They  then  start  working  on  next 
year's  book.  Photos  and  stories 
arc  done  on  spring  sports,  the 
prom,  and  other  events  taking 
place  late  in  the  year.  Yearbook 
camp  is  another  factor  to  con- 
sider. When  school  lets  out  for 
the  summer,  the  editors  attend 
camp  to  learn  more  about  pro- 
duction.
